A combined meeting of the 1949 and 1920 
Directors launched the new season on January 5th 
at the home of James Myers. 


New President Heber James Brown announced 
committee chairmanships and asked for plans. 


Activities Chairman Bud Vogel asked that the 
group assist in setting dates for coming events 
(see col. 1). Vogel suggested that general mem- 
bership meetings be held in the theatre of Sun 
Electric Corporation, at 11th & Grove Sts., which 
is equipped for movies, is heated and comfortable. 
First general meeting will feature George Daniels’ 
movies of the 1949 Trail Ride, and a general dis- 
cussion of trails. 


Trail Blazer Business Manager Dave Jones 
pointed out that a magazine reaching the homes 
of horse owners provided unique opportunities for 
advertisers, and stated that full cooperation in secur- 
ing ads would be greatly appreciated. 


Mrs. Walling reported the Juniors’ funds 
amount to $198, and that activities for all Juniors 
are already on the calendar. 


Membership Chairman Charles Gray reported 
that the Juniors’ contest was bringing in renewals, 
and urged members to get their new membership 
cards this month. Cards will be in two separate 
colors, to distinguish between juniors and seniors. 


Trails Chairman George Daniels asked the Trail 
Blazer to request suggestions for trail work. He 
stated that members should be kept informed of all 
trail work done, and Charles Gray suggested that 
members be asked to make a separate donation for 
trails when they pay their dues. 


Fred Bemis complimented the 1949 Directors on 
the fine work done, and assured the 1950 Board of 
his full cooperation. 


James Myers reported on a meeting of the MHA 
Arena Committee with city officials. It was sug- 
gested that Joaquin Miller Arena might not be a 
feasible place for the 1950 show, due to the large 
amount of money needed to put the arena in shape. 


President Brown told of purchase of a small 
machine for printing announcements, thus saving 
on commercial printing costs. 


Wild West Show: Before turning the meeting 
over to President Brown, Past President Myers 
called for old business. Treasurer Pray reported 
on the financial status of MHA. Fred Bemis told 
members that the proceeds of the Wild West Show 
had been divided equally among MHA, the 
Rangers, and Region 5, each share being $70.15.

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TO THE EDITOR: 


(On behalf of the Concord-Mt. Diablo Trail 
Ride Assn., George H. Cardinet, Jr. replies to 
“the outright charge of chicanery and the impu- 
tation of dishonesty” contained in a letter pub- 
lished in November. Mr. Cardinet makes these 
points: ) 


1. The Ninth Annual Trail Ride was a timed 
ride over a 90-mile course. While “the time 
allotted is ample for a horse to negotiate at a 
walk . . . no discrimination is made against the 
use of any gait provided it is employed at the 
proper time and in such places as will conform 
to generally accepted courtesies of the trail and 
trail manners. Galloping past riders on a trail 
is poor trail manners, and ‘galloping your horse 
up a hill and allowing him to cool off in the 
breeze’ is very bad trail manners and poor horse- 
manship.” 


2. Judges. Senior Division: Warren Richardson 
of Healdsburg and Dr. Willis Woodward of Mo- 
desto. Junior: Joe Hallett of Lafayette. “There was 
no collaboration between judges of the two divi- 
sions. . . . It is true that a horse belonging to the 
Junior judge competed in the Senior Division, 
ridden and trained by a very gracious lady of un- 
impeachable character. We believe it will suffice to 
say that the reputation and competency of the two 
Senior judges is sufficient to squelch the spurious 
allegations...” 


3. Weights: “The 150-lb. minimum has been 
in effect for the full nine years of this ride... . 
This rule is contained in the prospectus which 
every one of the riders received before making his 
application. In fact, Miss Thomas consulted with 
me twice the week previous to the ride on the 
problem of making the weights.” In trying out a 
western saddle, contrary to recommendation, her 
horse developed a saddle gall. “She did, however, 
ride the lighter saddle on the ride, but the injury 
received did mitigate against the horse’s condition 
and contributed to the poor score she received. . .” 


3. Scores: “In comparing the score charts, it 
is obvious the horse of Miss Beyler’s received 
enough deductions in points on condition alone to 
definitely put it out of the running. The horse of 
Mrs. Phelps was unquestionably in fine condition, 
and finished the ride with a remarkably good score 

. a second place was an achievement of no 
mean proportion. It was most unfortunate that 
her admitted poor horsemanship made her horse 
err in good trail manners.” 


“, . . We have made it a practice to give each 
contestant a true and accurate copy of their scores 
as well as permitting them to view the scores of 
the winners in their particular division. . . Each 
one of these ladies consulted with the judges the 
day the ride terminated, and knew exactly what 
they had been marked down for...”
